Thus, stereophonic music 
may become available in the 
home not only through pri- 
vately owned pre-recorded 
disks and tape but also 
through radio. 


Double Channel Is 
Only Difference in 
Stereo and 'Hi Fi' 


There is no difference be- 
tween “hi fi“ and "stereo.” 
The difference in set* is de- 
termined by whether the pho- 
nograph is single channel or 
double channel. Both are hi fi. 
The doublp channel, in addi- 
tion to being hi fi, also is 
stereo. 

The term hi fi, technically, 
should be used only to de- 
scribe the actual quality of the 
set. determining whether the
